COMMANDHM PEARY DRSCRIBGS A PZRILOUS 
| ICR JOURNEY, 


A fow minutes in tima anda fuw fest of 
ice spice wero tho marrow margio by which 
Cowmander Robert E. Peary acd some of bia 
mon escn] a watery grave in the concluding 
etages of the Psary Arofic Olub’s 1905-6 
expedition ‘nearest the North Pole.” 

With Eskimos ant dogs the commander was 
making s painful way over ic, and iu tho face of 
windand snow “that, owt like red-hot needles " 


After an exhausting march they came to “the: 


big lead "—a broad, black band of water strotch- 
ing eust aud west as fae as oyo could resch, On 
the distant southern side ofit lay the only way 
to their ship Rooaevelt, howa, and lif» itsel£. 

For five days the party travelled oast-ward 
on floating ico searching for a crossing. The 
dogs dwindled away and aledges wara broken 
up for Brewood {to cook them. On the fifth day 
two Eskimos reported  patoh of young ice 
extending clesr across the Jend. 

What>followed is described bv Commander 
Peary in the March /faper's Monthly: 

“Each man tied oo his enow-shoeg with the 
utmost care, aid then in widely “‘extended 
skirmish-line and lo absolnie silence we began 
the crossing, Each of us wax busy with his 
thoughts and intent upon: hiv snow-shoos, 
which could not be lifted from the ios, and the 
slightest nustsadiness or atu mble’ would have 
maant his fi vish. 

“Tho thia fim crasling the black water 

beat and yieldad benaith ns ab ervey step, 
séndiag wilening’ uoinlations ' from every 
mau. I do not care for a similar oxpori- 
ence, At Inst thos» interminable miles 
cam» to an end, and we stopped apon the firm 
ice of thasontheru side, . . As.wo tarned 
out backs to the leed a line of black water cut 
the frail bridge upon which we lad croasad.”
